If the 
odor persists, line the botton 
of your freezer or refriger- 
ator with newspaper and cover 
with a layer of charcoal. Be 
sure that you first unplug the 
appliance. Leave the char- 
coal inside the unit for three 
or four days, then remove and 
wash the refrigerator or free- 
zer and reconnect the app- 
liance. 

If the odor is still pre- 
sent, you might want to write 
to the manufacturer ofthe unit 
and ask for his suggestions. 

Remember, if you have 
punctured the sides or bottom 
of the lining of the regriger- 
ator or freezer anytime dur- 
ing cleaning, and the spoilage 
has leaked through, there is 
nothing you can do to remove 
the odor. And the cost of 
repairing the damaged insu- 
lation could be more than the 
appliance is worth. 

To prevent spoilage, check 
your refrigerator or freezer 
every day to determine if food 
is thawing, and make sure the 
unit is working properly. 
POTATOES 

Sweet potatoes are high in 
food energy and Vitamin A. 
This tasty, golden root is av- 
ailable in varying amounts th- 
roughout the year, 


The two most common 
types are moist sweet pot- 
atoes, sometimes called 


yams, which have orange col- 
ored flesh and are very sweet, 
and the dry variety which has 
a pale colored flesh andis low 
in moisture 

At the store, look for well- 
Shaped, firm sweet potatoes 
with smooth, bright uniformly 
colored skins, free from signs 
of decay 

Avoid sweet potatoes with 
worm holes, cuts, grub injury 
or any other defects that pen- 
etrate the skin--this causes 
waste and can easily lead to 
decay, 

Remember, that sweet 
potatoes are more perishable 
than Irish potatoes and they 
should not be stored inthe re- 
frigerator

ALABAMA 
HISTORICAL | 
COMMISION 


The Seaboard Coastline De- 
pot in Coffee County has been 
added to the National Register 
of Historic Places, the Alabama 
Historical Commission an- 
nounced recently. 

The Seaboard Coastline De- 
pot is one of the oldest wooden 
structures in Enterprise, a to- 
wn constructed inthe late 1900's 
and is one of the oldest tr- 
ansportation landmarks in So- 
utheast Alabama. The rail- 
roads had a peculiar signifi- 
cance in this section of Ala- 
bama. Nowhere else inthe state 
were they so responsible for the 
development and new settle- 
ment of the area. 

The Alabama Midland Rail- 
road Company built a line to 
Enterprise in 1898 and the town 
began to grow rapidly at the 
expense of several smaller 
communities in thearea. Later 
the railroad was sold tothe Pl- 
ant Railroad System, and in 
1901, it was acquired by the At- 
lantic Coastline (now the Sea- 
board Coastline). In 1903, sh- 
ortly after the purchase, a sta- 
tion was built, and within seven 
years the town had grown 
to 2,322. The rapidincrease in 
population lead tothe expansion 
of the station andin1916, the st- 


ation was enlarged to its pre- 


sent size.
